Some transportation for work- 
ers has been provided and in 
some instances the Camps have 
supplied gas for laborers’ cars 
to take them back to their 
home or place of promised em- 
ployment. 

As in any freeze, there have 
been some hardship cases but 
these have been taken care of 
locally. Although the situation 
is still termed stringent officials 
believe there is no immediate 
need for a mass relief program. 

Emphasis and momentum was 
given the emergency movement 
when the Woman's Glub held 
a penel of state, county and 
local welfare officials here last 
week. The meeting brought the 
situation into- spotlight and 
started action toward а pro- 
posed local plan. 

Under the plan, which would 
probably be carried out under 
the ministerial association, re- 
presentatives from each church 
would be appointed to help 
place labor and assist in hard- 
ship cases in such emergencies. 

Although the situation is im- 
proving now, Roberts warns 
that in the event of another 
weather set back the condition 
could become bad again.

LOCAL PROBLEM, LOCAL SOLUTION 


Men of character and integrity wrote in the corner stone 
of our nation that each human being as a child of the creator 
is endowed with the privileges of “life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness.” Now it is the concept of the pursuit of 
happiness and well being toward which we are working for 
the estimated two to three thousand migrants and farm labor- 
ers who are suffering in this area due fo crop reverses. 

But the people have rallied, for they remember. The Wo- 
mens Club held a panel of state, county and local welfare of- 
ficials at a meeting Wednesday. Purpose of the discussion was 
to obtain some solution for aiding needy in the emergency con- 
dition here. 

Upshot of the conference was that these agencies and 
workers can not touch our problem. Many of the hard pressed 
Peoples here are not bonified residents of the state and so agen- 
cies resolve that they are not their responsibilty. 

Yet, these people are in our state, our county, our town, 
and they are hungry. They are our responsibility. We plan to 
help ourselves out of the dilemma, play the part of our broth- 
ers’ keepers and assist these people to help themselves. The 


Womens Club, churches, city officials and labor camp officials н 
have answered the call and plan to treat the local problem lo-| . 


cally. 

Due to their efforts and community cooperation, the dark 
picture into which the situation could develop within two more 
weeks will be considerably cleared within that time. 

Tentative plan at present is that a welfare committee be 
formed here with represntatives from each church. Radio no- 
tices may appeal to those needing work to register. Like wise 
those in the area needing labor should notify the committee of 
their needs. Through this cross file, a certain amount of work- 
ers would be placed locally. Also, in dire emergency cases, the 
committee would administer clothing and food. 

Emmett Roberts, manager of the Belle Glade Housing 
Authority, through the help of the Florida Employment Serv- 
ice has systematically taken some of the load from the vicinity 
by transferring laborers to citrus communities and the lower 
east coast where the labor demand picture is different. 

Calls have come in from these sections and the réquests 
have been filled, Roberts states. More requests probably will 
be forthcoming. Iñ this way surplus labor will be nearly ex- 
hausted'and those left can be employed in harvesting leafy 
crops which should be coming in by the first of the year. 

Mayor W. F. Crider sent a wire to the governor of the 
state last week requesting consideration and assistance for our 
problem. The governor's executive assistant C. L. Clark ans- 
wered referring the matter to Nathan Mayo, commissioner of 
agriculture, who in turn notified the mayor that we should seek 
help from the Red Cross. The Red Cross had been contacted 
previously. It can not help. 

A considerable amount of buck passing has taken place on 
the state and county levels, and the problem revolves back on 
us to solve. 

We have done it before—last Christmas—we can and are 
doing it again.
